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THE YEAR AHEAD 


[HIS is an appropriate time to take stock of the construction industry's 

immediate future. First, it is the turn of the year. Second, hard on 
the heels of some encouraging and authoritative forecasts of the level of 
activity in 1961, has come talk of general depression, the like of which has 
not been heard for many years. 


The N.F.B.T.E., it will be recalled, decided in October that building 
activity in 1961 was likely to be at a level some two or three per cent. higher 
than in 1960—a conclusion that was derived from an examination of all the 
relevant factors, including particularly the trends in housing, industrial 
building and roads. Has anything happened in the interim to suggest that 
the Federation should revise its estimates? 


The answer lies in a context far wider than the construction industry 
alone. It is to be found in the United States, Europe and in the other 
industries in this country that rely so much on the construction industry’s 
products. At the outset it is necessary to remind oneself of the causes of 
the present general economic uncertainty. Fundamentally, they stem from 
the established and well-publicised difficulties of various consumer industries, 
particularly the motor industry; from the conviction that the credit squeeze 
is to continue; from rising imports and the disappointing export performance 
in the face of the growing menace of the European Common Market; from 
the threat that the current round of wage increases will not be offset by 
higher productivity; and from the apparently abortive outcome of the talks 
in Bonn to rehabilitate the dollar. Each of these factors is serious by itself; 
collectively they constitute a definite threat to the whole fabric of the national 
economy. But, on analysis, it is doubtful whether they can seriously affect 
the level of construction activity in 1961. 


For one thing, it is evident that the recession is by no means general. 
Industrial production overall is still running at a very high level. If the 
consumer goods industries are touched by depression, a number of capital 
goods industries, notably steel, chemicals, machine tools and construction 
itself, are reporting boom, or near boom, conditions; even in the motor 
industry, the makers of commercial vehicles are producing to capacity. At 
most, therefore, the recession seems to be a patchy business. 


Second, the credit squeeze. In the past it has taken more than high 
interest rates to limit the demand for buildings; so many other considerations 
are involved. The building societies, it is true, have been groaning slightly 
but there are no signs yet that sufficient finance will not be forthcoming 
for all the schemes projected even at prices inflated by the rising cost of 
land, labour and materials. At least one building society is finding that 
money is coming in now quite nicely. 


Third, rising imports and disappointing exports and the rest. With 
the best will in the world it is difficult to see how a deliberate cutting back 
in construction orders could help the position here; indeed, as far as exports 
are concerned, the outcome could be quite the reverse from that intended, 
since the answer might well be more buildings produced more efficiently. 


Finally, it is important to consider the stage reached by the construction 
industry itself. A very large proportion of the projects designed to reach 
a peak in 1961 have already started; a great many, too, are in such an 
advanced stage of preparation that a postponement would create difficulties 
out of all proportion to any advantage that may be gained. Coupled with 
this, is the all important distinction between the construction product and 
the products of almost any other major industry—the relatively long period 
that must often elapse between the start and completion of a construction job. 
This means that it is usually grossly uneconomic to retard construction at 
short notice. The fact that the Government has now recognised this in the 
latest Public Investment White Paper lessens the risk that the industry will 
henceforward be subjected to the fluctuations, stemming from seemingly 
arbitrary changes in official policy, that have made real progress so difficult 
in the past. 


In the face of these considerations it is difficult to see why contractors, 
sub-contractors, the associated professions, or the material manufacturers 
should not enter 1961 in good heart. The order books are full; the general 
economic outlook may be uncertain but there is a long way to go before 
there is cause for real concern; and there are encouraging signs that the 
Government is at last showing a more enlightened attitude towards the 
problems peculiar to the industry. 
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John Sumner’s 
Notebook... 


O settle down to the job of keeping 
my Notebook up to date in Christmas 
week is a bit wearing. The atmosphere’s 
all wrong. What with turkey, mince pies, 
Christmas pudding and the usual liquid 
additives (to maintain the quality of the 
mix!) I would be quite content to give 
myself a holiday from writing and my 
readers a rest from my discourses. The 
Editor, like all editors, is not, however, 
of the same mind, which only goes to prove 
once more my long-held theory that those 
in authority—like editors, foremen, site 
agents and architects—are only so because 
they can maintain a coldly aloof, detached 
approach to life. 

I once knew a foreman like that. He 
was asked by two of his labourers if they 
could have the afternoon off to see a 
local football match. The foreman had a 
glass eye and he said that if the men 
could tell him which one it was he’d let 
them off for football. After a few moments 
of intent study one of the labourers said 
it was the right eye. “How do you 
know?” asked the foreman. “Well,” said 
the labourer, rather hesitatingly, “it’s got 
a sort of kindlier, friendlier look than the 
other one.” You see the point I’m trying 
to make, and also the difficulty I’m having 
getting started on my Notebook this week, 

Before I begin in real earnest, however, 
I should like to wish all my readers a 
happy and prosperous 1961. May the new 
work continue to come in at the present 
rollicking pace, may all the clients pay up 
promptly and may the merchants and 
suppliers double their discounts! 


R. GEORGE LOWTHIAN, the re- 
doubtable general secretary of the 
Amalgamated Union of Building Trade 
Workers, is a curious mixture. Or so it 
seems from the public announcements he 
makes from time to time. In the past I 
have heard him make speeches on matters 
related to the building industry which for 
sheer common sense and _ progressive- 
mindedness would take a lot of beating. 
They were speeches which most in the 
industry lack the wit to think of, let alone 
deliver, as he has done, in the teeth of 
some violently partisan opposition. 

Now, to my astonishment, Mr. Lowthian 
says—in an article contributed to the 
journal of the Socialist Medical Associa- 
tion—that to get to grips with the problem 
of rising building accidents the industry 
should be reorganised by limiting the 
number of firms to 200 or so—or, even 
better, having a single nationalised build- 
ing corporation (funny how the Party line 
creeps into everything, isn’t it?). He 
believes that there are “thousands of small 
employers ignorant of safety regulations 
who are never caught in the inspectors’ 
mesh.” Now on the last point he may be 
right, and I hold no brief for any firm 

large or small—which doesn’t apply the 
regulations. But 200 firms—nationalisa- 
tion! What on earth would that achieve, 
so far as accidents are concerned? I can 
tell Mr. Lowthian in one word—nothing. 
Considering their number the smaller firms 
have a comparatively low accident rate, 
and the reason is obvious. There are no 
figures available, but I’m prepared to 
believe that there is no particular evidence 
to show that the safety record of large 
firms is any worse than, say, the large 
direct labour departments. Cutting down 
the number of firms won’t help either, for 
the number of sites will remain the same, 
big and small, and that’s where accidents 
happen. 

The peopvle who can really affect the 
accident figures and bring them down are 
the operatives themselves. I listened to 


Mr. John Hayward in “Building Matters” 
the other day. On one site he was in- 


specting safety-wise he saw a man working 
high up on a fragile, roof with no craw! 
board. When tackled the man admitted 
that his brother had been killed by falling 
through a similar roof through not taking 
the proper precautions. The next day 
Hayward caught the man at it again. “Oh,” 
he said to Hayward, “I thought you'd 
gone back to London.” What chance have 
safety regulattons with men like that? 
They want their brains tested. And that’s 
where we may have to start, not with 
nationalisation. 


RITING about “Building Matters”, 
the Network Three programme for 
the industry on Tuesday evenings, reminds 
me of the other interesting discussion I 
listened to recently in which Mr, Peter 
Shepherd, the York builder, and Mr. E. L. 
Jones, the tough but wise London 
Regional Secretary of the N.F.B.T.O., 
exchanged some views. This was radio 
beamed on industry at its best and why 
this programme does not attract a bigger 
audience defeats me. Perhaps it will when 
it becomes more widely known. 

Mr. Shepherd wants a reduction in the 
apprenticeship period. It can be as low 
as three years, but most employers 
probably thinking of their own experience 

still think it is five years and boggle at 
the prospect of committing themselves for 
so long a_ period. Pre-apprenticeship 
training is, of course, the answer. Boys 
are selected without any particular firm 
in view and spend a year at the technical 
college, doing the work of each trade to 
enable them to choose more easily that 
which is best suited to their abilities. This 
year of concentrated training under skilled 
supervision can result in a much shorter 
apprenticeship and even a conclusion of 
articles at 19. 

Mr. Jones is also keen on the pre- 
apprenticeship system, but he has a big 
question mark in his mind about it. He 
wouldn’t be the calibre of trade union 
official I know him to be if he didn’t. 
He thinks that if a young man completes 
his training as a craftsman at 19 he should 
be paid a craftsman’s wage. And why 
not? This question should never arise. 
But as it seems to have done perhaps the 
National Joint Apprenticeship Board will 
have a look at it. 

And just to show that Mr. Jones has 
other things than the “big shilling” in his 
mind this is what he said at the conclusion 
of his broadcast: “It doesn’t necessarily 
follow that when a boy has finished his 
apprenticeship he is fully trained and fully 
skilled—he has still got to learn.” And 
that applies to craftsmen everywhere and 
of all ages. 


WEEK or two back I commented on 

the “bulge” and the unawareness of 
many building contractors of the big op- 
portunities they now have to safeguard the 
strength of their labour force in future 
years. The firms in the South and Mid- 
lands, I gather, seem to be taking on an 
increased number of properly indentured 
apprentices, but the firms in the North 
scarcely do any indenturing at all and, 
what is more, they seem not to have heard 
of the registration of apprentices. 

Well, the “bulge” time is with us. I 
have already mentioned in this Notebook 
that if the firms won't get to grips with 
the problem of giving these youngsters 
the chance to acquire technical skill their 
hands may be forced. Now Mr. John 
Hare, the Minister of Labour, has shown 
his hand. Mr. Hare believes in the doc- 
trine that the responsibility for industrial 
training lies with industry. But he has 
warned the members of the Industrial 
Training Council that if industry fails to 
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meet the challenge of the bulge there wil] 
be such an outcry for Government action 
“that the basic doctrine that the responsi- 
bility. for training rests with industry 
may be subject to pressure that will be 
very hard to resist.” There you have it. 
Industrialists and that means building 
contractors as well must get on with it 
themselves, and quickly, or be dragooned 
into doing it. I'll bet I know what is going 
to be the beiter arrangement for the firms 
in the long run. 


R. HARE is not the only one giving 
x industry a bit of a shaking up about 
the “bulge.” Dr. Kathleen Ollerenshaw, 
chairman of the Manchester Further 
Education sub-committee, told a meeting 
of the North-Western Education Asso- 
ciation for the Building Industry the other 
day that if the building industry is to 
recruit boys of quality, employers must 
be prepared to accept recruits not only 
at 15 or 16 after a full pre-apprenticeship 
year, but at 16 after a general school 
education- with or without Ordinary 
Level passes—and at student and gradu- 
ate level also. With regard to the 
“bulge” she saw no alternative to the 
suggestion that recognised firms should 
pay a compulsory training levy. Perhaps, 
she suggested, the building industry could 
lead the way in this. 


] R. OLLERENSHAW, however, is not 

in too strong a position to exhort the 
building industry. The Manchester 
Education Committee is the motive force 
behind a Careers Week at Manchester 
Technical College. One of the big features 
of the education facilities offered by the 
technical college at Manchester is the 
Building Department. You would expect 
the Department to be taking a leading part 
in the arrangements for the Careers Week, 
wouldn’t you? Not a bit of it. So far 
is I can gather building will not be 
featured during the week and the Man- 
chester contractors, who cannot under- 
stand why they have not been invited to 
prepare and mount a_ suitable display 
giving information on the careers oppor- 
tunities they have to offer, feel excusably 
frustrated. 

Training and careers are matters in 
which industry and the education auth- 
orities should work together. The Man- 
chester Education Committee doesn’t 
seem to think so. 


VHERE is one Education Committee 
that does though -that of Glasgow. 
Not long back I mentioned that local 
authorities have it within their power to 
force contractors to take a_ reasonable 
number of apprentices by not inviting 
tenders from firms which try to slide from 
this responsibility. The Association of 
Municipal Corporations considered the 
issue and left it to individual authorities 
to act on the matter as they thought fit. 
Now the Glasgow Corporation Education 
Committee has decided to give preference 
in all future building contracts to those 
firms which provide day-release facilities 
for their apprentices. This is a good 
move. If a firm has no apprentices it 
can't be providing day-release facilities. 
Therefore it won't get the contracts if 
hopes for. The Education Committee is 
also to ask the General Finance Commit- 
tee to adopt a similar policy in placing 
building contracts. The Glasgow Local 
Joint Apprenticeship Committee, which is 
strongly in favour of day-release, reported 
to the Committee that firms not support- 
ing day-release were being given local 
contracts. Glasgow Corporation's stand- 
ing orders provide that firms must give 
day-release one day per week. In actual 
practice, though, Glasgow compares un- 
favourably with other Scottish cities. The 
Scottish National Building Trades Federa- 
tion (Employers) and the Unions support 
day-release, but there are many firms 
which do not support the system. They 
should take note that the employers’ 
organisation has asked the Secretary of 
State to enforce day-release conditions. 
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BUILDING THE 36-MILE CANAL OF THE 
KYLE IRRIGATION SCHEME 


"HE prime motive for the construc- 
tion of the Kyle Dam in Southern 
Rhodesia (described in last week’s 
issue) was to irrigate the extensive 
Triangle Sugar Estate. This irrigation, 
provided by a canal just over 36 miles 
long, is in fact the major feature of the 
scheme, and represents approximately 
double the capital cost of the dam 
itself. The canal averages about 12ft. 
wide at the base and 6ft. deep, with a 
width at ground level of about 30ft. 
This article deals with the contractor's 
problems in its construction. 

The canal starts from the concrete weir 
60 miles downstream from the dam, and 
picks up the controlled water from the 
dam outlets. The main problem, apart 
from constructional and administrative 
difficulties, was to find the best solution 
for a big volume of excavation, including 
hard decomposed granite and hard un- 
weathered rock, and also a solution for 
vibrating the lining in such thin shells up 
slopes of about 45 degrees. Between these 
two operations was also the tiresome 
business of trimming excavated sides to 
a degree of accuracy which neither fell 
foul of the thickness tolerances nor gave 
away excess of concrete. 

The first problem of excavation resolved 
itself into a tractor scraper operation, with 
machines biting into the canal section 
down steep ramps left at 300ft. or 400ft. 
Spacing, and out again at the end of the 
loading run, up a ramp, along the tipping 
area, which was usually in a protective 
side embankment, and back into the cut. 
This method worked well: in fact, in the 
particular formation experienced it is prob- 
ably fair to say that it was the only method 
of doing the work. 

The ground was very hard and very 
dry, interspersed with a lot of decomposed 
granite, which was still so hard that it 
gave rise to blue smoke from heavy trac- 
tor mounted hydraulic rippers. There 
was also, of course, a proportion of 
boulders, and a fair amount of hard un- 
weathered rock. In those circumstances 
draglines made no impression, and were 
difficult to control to the fine tolerance 


needed in the excavation. The difficulty 
was the congestion of space, as three dif- 
ferent types of equipment had to pass 
through the same comparatively narrow 
canal in order to carry out all the pro- 
cesses required. 

Because of this congestion, the use of 


crete lining. When solid rock requiring 
explosives was encountered, this meant a 
further process, and one which of course 
could only be tackled when the other 
equipment had passed on to the next 
section. 

The rock was tackled in the usual way

rubber-tyred scraper units and pushers, or 
even track-propelled scraper units with 
pushing assistance became unpracticable. 
As the work proceeded, the rippers had 
to be passed through the soil, and as this 
loosened earth was removed, graders had 
to pass through to cut the stepped sides 
of excavation to as nearly as possible the 
smooth sloping batter needed for the con-

with compressors and blasting, and the 
mucking out of broken rock was largely 
by hand, as most of it was in isolated out- 
crops. Where solid rocky sections were 
experienced 19RB face shovels with tip- 
ping vehicles were adopted for mucking 
out. 

As the excavated soft material was 
spread along the banks of the side of the 
canal, compaction units and graders had 
to see that shape was maintained, and 
carry out light compaction to 90 per cent. 
of Standard Proctor. At times the soil 
coming out of the cut was so dry that 
water tankers had to spray it, and disc 
harrows mix it to produce a tilth which 
was capable of being compacted even to 
this moderate standard. 

The canal went through an assortment 
of configurations of ground, involving the 
use of quite extensive siphons, which will 
be described later, and also earth embank- 
ments. The embankments were a 
nuisance, because again there was con- 
gestion of space for all the machines on 
operations which had to be performed, and 
not enough volume to give much employ- 
ment to the big machines, which are most 
economical in this class of work. Thus, 
multi-purpose units had to be devised on 
approximately the following establishment 
to each. 

A tractor scraper, with bulldozer blade 
on the prime mover to strip borrow pits, 
dig, and spread earth. Water tankers 
sorayed this with water, and a further 
class one tractor towed gangs of heavy 
discs with 28in. diameter blades to mix 
in the water and create a suitable tilth. 
The same class one tractor had to change 
the harrows for a 30-ton pneumatic roller, 
and compact the prepared area until the 
specified density of 97 per cent. Standard 
Proctor had been achieved. 

Throughout this chain of processes, the 
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laboratory assistants kept a check on the 
water content and density, so that each 
layer of, say, 8in. after consolidation was 
up to standard before work proceeded on 
the next. 

The method specified for constructing 
canals over embankments required filling 
and compaction to proceed to the level 
of top of earth banks of the canal, and 
thereafter re-excavation of the canal pro- 
file before placing of lining. The lining 
over these embankment sections was also 
thickened up to 4in. and reinforced with 
fabric; furthermore, expansion joints at 
25ft. centres across the canal were sealed 
with P.V.C. waterstop. 

The interruption to steady sequence ot 
operations by both changing ground condi- 
tions such as the occurence of rock, and 
different techniques required by the con- 
figuration of the ground, was a major 
problem in maintaining progress. Often 
normal canal section would lead into a 
short embankment involving barely 1,000 
cu. yd. of fill as a transition stage for the 
beginning of a siphon. The siphon itself 
had open and closed transitions of section 
to bring the water into the 88in. diameter 
circular reinforced concrete barrel, which 
formed the main run of inverted siphon. 


Concrete Lining 


Further variations on the straight- 
forward canal theme were bridges for 
access over it, pipe and box culverts for 
drainage under it, occasional water off- 
takes, and above all innumerable curves 
of tight radius, usually of the order of 
200ft. These variations on the standard 
theme, particularly the tight radius of 
curves, influenced the method adopted for 
concreting the lining. 

’ American type travelling slip forms were 

considered but, apart from the steep 
curves and siphons which would have 
meant extensive interruption and _ dis- 
mantling, it was also doubtful whether the 
concrete could be satisfactorily worked by 
this method to such a thin section as 2}in. 
It was therefore decided to try a trans- 
verse slip form with vibrators mounted on 
it, to be drawn along the bottom of the 
canal by hand winches and then up the 
slope, the concrete being placed by hand 
in front of the slip form and retained 
transversely by metal road forms of cor- 
rect shape. 

This slip form was heavy enough to 
ensure that it did not leave the side forms 
by the bouyancy of the vibrated concrete 
under it. Most of the vibration was to 


be carried out by pokers in the wave of 
concrete preceding the slip form, so that 
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the risk of boiling up after its 27in. width 
had passed was minimised. 

The slip form was not popular with the 
men in spite of reasonable arrangements 
made for handling it as conveniently as 
possible, and passing it longitudinally from

bay to bay with the minimum of effort. 
It was found instead that, by reducing the 
length of section specified at 15ft. to half 
the amount, namely 7ft. 6in., an ordinary 
wooden tamping screed with petrol screed 
vibrator mounted in the centre worked 
perfectly satisfactorily, and could be 
pulled up the slope by a gang of native 
labourers pulling on a rope each side. 
Immediately each bay had been con- 
creted and vibrated with this tamper, 
native plasterers got to work on it to give 
the steel trowel finish called for. The 
compaction and working of the steel

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trowels over such a thin lining following 
upon the vibration produced a density of 
concrete which was as good as could be 
achieved by any other compactive means, 
and this method was thereafter adopted 
throughout. 

Mixing and placing 
of concrete was ar- 
ranged as a com- 
promise between the 
lack of waste and 
better control of a 
permanent set up, 
against the expense 
and other disadvant- 
ages of long trans- 
port, including the 
difficulty of access to 
the canal itself, bear- 
ing in mind that 
there were occasional 
deep cuttings and 
always the side 
banks. Sections of 
about 400yd. were 
concreted in one set 
up, the concrete be- 
ing distributed along 
the small berm be- 
tween the side banks 
and the canal by 
mono rail. Water 
was in. part dis- 
tributed by a _ tem- 
porary constructional 
pipeline which went 
forward with the job, 
and partly by road 
water tankers feed- 
ing static tanks at 
each set up. Curing 
was by spraying on 
a patent protective 
sealer membrane, 

Siphons formed a 
big part of the job 
both in length and 
value about two 
miles had to be con- 
structed and purpose made metal 
formwork was designed and constructed 
so that the internal arch could be 
collapsed on to a carrying trolley, and 
could pass through sections still erected 
and in place. The shuttering method was 
quick and effective, and enabled two 24ft. 
sections of barrel to be cast a day with 
six corresponding sets of shuttering. The 
concrete was weighbatched by _ swing 
weighbatchers, and vibrated by portable 
diesel engined poker vibrators. The 24ft. 
sections of barrel had to be cast altern- 
ately, and each construction joint was 
sealed by continuous p.v.c. waterstop 
right round the perimeter. 

The oval perimeter reinforcement re- 
quired careful bending and fixing, and 
once the invert section was cast a dense 
cage was produced which meant that 
access to the inside of the barrel for fixing 
the arch shuttering was only through com- 
pleted parts of the tunnel. Here again was 
further justification for the collapsible 
formwork adopted. 


Amenities 


A major problem on this job was of 
course providing suitable housing for both 
European and _ native workers, and 
amenities to keep them happy. 

Everything necessary for life had to be 
constructed and imported, and the simplest 
comforts and amenities of life depended 
on action by the contracting company. 
Fortunately there was an airstrip nearby 
which enabled a small aircraft to be owned 
and operated for improved communica- 
tions with Fort Victoria, the nearest small 
market town, and Salisbury, where a base 
office was established for the group of 
jobs. The landline telephone communica- 
tion was very moderate, as it depended 
on a conductor on wooden poles passing 
over literally hundreds of miles of bush, 
and this landline was obviously vulnerable 
to the depredations of giraffes, bush fires, 
storms, and even the affection for copper 
wire which some of the natives appeared 
to exhibit. 

A radio telephone link was established 
between the site and Salisbury, and over- 
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came the dithculties and frustrations of 
the landline and the non-existent postal 
system. Along the job itself, personnel 
vehicles such as Land-Rovers were 
equipped with v.h.f. radio telephone com- 
municating with the base office, and this 
again minimised the 
frustrations and de- 
lays which are inevit- 
able with a_ spread 
out jobrequiring 
prompt action to 
deal with constant 
changes and pro- 


blems arising from 
the work. 
Substantial work- 


shops were of course 
set up on the site, to 
keep the fairly large 
complement of earth- 
moving and concret- 
ing machinery main- 
tained, and in addi- 
tion a good exchange 
system of sub- 
assemblies and unit 
parts with base’- 
workshops was 
established. 

The canal com- 
menced immediately 
after the award of 
the contract in Sep- 
tember 1958, but 
built up slowly to 
peak, due to. the 
difficulties of recruit- 
ing such a large 
native labour force in 
a thinly populated 
reserve, far away 
from any dense popu- 
lation centres. There 
was also the unavoid- 
able slow build up involved in testing out 
different excavation and _ concreting 
methods, before bulk orders could be 
placed for all the plant that was needed to 
carry out the job. 

Finally, the contract for this part of the 
work was let on preliminary siting of the 
canal, and consequently rather rough esti- 
mates of quantities, particularly of earth- 
works and rock. It was only halfway 
through the job with final alignment nearly 
completed, and considerable experience 
gained, that it was firmly established that 
the quantities of earthworks were about 
80 per cent. up on those originally 
tendered on. Extra plant was fed in, and 
extra labour force of operators had to be 
built up, with expansion of camps and all 
the facilities needed to go with it. 

In spite of this, and substantial extra 
works ordered, in the form of a 12-mile 
extension of the canal, raising of the head 
weir, etc., the work is proceeding at 
satisfactory pace, and there is at least a 
chance that the original completion date 
for passing of water on December 31, 
1960, set for the original contract without 
extensions, may be achieved. In any case, 
it is confidently believed, subject to the 
many catastrophes that can befall a con- 
tractor in darkest Africa, that the extended 
completion date for all work, namely end 
of October 1961, will be achieved by a 
comfortable margin,

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EARLY COMPLETION OF 
12-STOREY NEWCASTLE FLATS 


HE first block of multi-storey flats 
to be completed under the City 
Council’s redevelopment scheme has 
been opened at Heaton Park Road, 
Newcastle upon Tyne. 


This block, Heaton Park Court, was 
finished by Leslie and Co., Ltd., 25 weeks 
ahead of the revised contract date for the 
building and 42 weeks ahead of the date 
given at the time of tendering for the full 
£1 million contract which also included 
three 15-storey blocks at Shieldfield and 
two 12-storey blocks at Cruddas Park. 


The structural frame of the block is of re- 
inforced concrete on pile foundations with 
external walls of facing brick. Aluminium- 
framed sash windows, with colourful 
vitreous-enamelled panels below them, 
make for easy maintenance. The block 
contains 47 two-bedroom flats, 24 one- 
bedroom flats and a ground-floor flatlet 
with bedsitting room, bathroom and 
kitchen. There are six flats to each floor— 
four with two bedrooms and two with one 
bedroom—served by two electric passenger 
lifts. 


Heating is by gas fires and hot water is 
provided from gas multi-point heaters; 
the kitchens are ultra-modern and each 
flat is supplied with a gas heated drying 
cabinet. Refuse disposal is by a chute 
system accessible at each floor level. 


Scale Model 


The flats are designed by the city 
architect, George Kenyon, Dip. Arch., 
A.R.LB.A., Dip, T.P., A.M.T.P.L, and his 
staff, with John Liversedge and Associates 
acting as consulting engineers. 

The blocks of flats will all be similar in 
design to Heaton Park Court. To speed 
construction on their programme, the con- 
tractors’ team spent considerable time 
planning operations and co-ordinating sub- 
trades before work started on the original 
contract; and to give site staff a clear 
picture of the construction, a scale model 
was made of the reinforced concrete frame 
which is common to both 12-storey and 
15-storey blocks, 


Leslie and Co., are also currently engaged 
on the construction of a further three 15- 
storey block of flats at Church Street and 
three at Eastfield Avenue. They will start 
work on another two 15-storey blocks at 
Longbenton early in 1961. Their current 
contracts for fourteen blocks of flats in 
Newcastle, to house 1,206 families, are 
valued at some £23 million.

Construction Hampered by Labour Shortages 


PROM 1946 to 1959 industrial pro- 

duction as a whole rose by well 
over a half in the United Kingdom. 
Expansion was rapid in 1947 to 1950, 
1953 to 1955, and 1959 to early 1960. 
In the first two of these periods the 
annual rate of gain was in the region 
of 54 to 6} per cent., in the third 
about 9 per cent. In between were 
spells of steady or falling production. 

In the six years to 1953 average output 
(as measured by the index) rose 30 per 
cent., in the six years since by nearly 20 
per cent.; but these are average figures and 
do not apply to the individual industries 
comprising the index. 

According to the Treasury’s Bulletin 
for Industry, this year the rise in total 
industrial production has slowed down as 
the net result of the two contrary in- 
fluences at work: on the one side the 
weakening of exports and the restrictions 
on credit, and on the other the increased 
investment in buildings, plant and 
machinery and in stocks. Over the first 
ten months the level of industrial pro- 
duction was about 8 per cent. above that 
a year earlier, but the total has not been 
increasing since April. Compared with 
last year most industries have shown con- 
siderable rises. 


Pace-Setters 


To the third quarter the pace-setters 
included the oil refineries, chemicals, 
vehicles and metals; since then vehicles 
will have been affected by the fall in car 
output (a fifth of the whole vehicles 
index), stemming from weakening export 
and home demand. Within engineering, the 
output of capital goods has continued up- 
wards, while consumer goods production 
has fallen sharply in response to the 
weakening home market, exports being 
small. 

Output of building materials, glass and 
in paper, printing and publishing has been 
high. Construction has continued to rise, 
but skilled labour shortages have con- 
tinued to hamper growth, as in some 


engineering capital goods. Output in ship- 
building, coal and leather has continued 
to fall, sufficient to bring the whole index 
down by about half a point; in coal, con- 
sumption has however been above output 
and stocks have been run down substan- 
tially. The figures are:

For some years after the war demand 
was in excess of supply so that the rise 
in production was mainly limited by avail- 
able resources. Intensifying overseas 
competition since then has led to a slower 
growth in many parts of industry, or to 
actual falls, and developments in new in- 
dustries have had a similar impact on out- 
put in some of the older ones. 
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Forces such as these are at work all the 


time, says the Bulletin for Industry. 
Superimposed on them at present are the 
short-term fluctuations arising from fall- 
ing exports and the credit squeeze. But 
in the short-term, as in the long, 
generalisations about the level of produc- 
tion can be misunderstood because the 
experience of different industries varies 
widely. 


BRISTOL MULTI-STOREY LUXURY FLATS 


ORK has commenced on_ the 

erection of a multi-storey block 
of luxury flats, with shops, offices and 
motor showrooms, at Clifton, Bristol, 
A Land and General Developments, 
td. 


To be called Clifton Heights, the block 
stands on high ground close to the Clifton 
Suspension Bridge. It will contain 48 flats, 
a penthouse restaurant and bar about 
300ft. above sea level, a roof garden with 
lily pool, seven shops, second floor suites 
of offices and a motor showroom with car 
parking space for shoppers and reserved 
berths for the cars of the flat-dwellers. 

Plans provide for 20 one-bedroomed 
flats, 19 two-bedroomed flats and nine 
with three bedrooms. The flats, which 
feature double-glazing to the windows, 
will be centrally heated and all will have 
their own entrance lobbies from the main 
landings to ensure privacy. Two high- 
speed lifts will serve the flats, with a 
separate lift for the restaurant. 

A multi-point television mast, with 
connections to the reception room of each 
flat, will be provided on top of the 
building. 

On ground level will be seven shops, 
with first floor showrooms, approached 
under cover from a promenade. Rear 


access, also under cover, will be provided 
for loading and unloading. 
Well over 10,500 sq. ft. of office accom- 


modation will be housed on the second 
floor, and this will be reached by a 
separate lift and staircase. 

The motor showrooms will occupy a 
prominent position with panoramic dis- 
phy windows on the busy main thorough- 
are. 

Raymond Moxley, Prior’s Field, Abbots 
Leigh, near Bristol, is the architect for 
the scheme. The consulting engineers are 
Clarke Nicholls and Marcel, and the 
quantity surveyors, Messrs. Gleeds, both 
of Bristol.

INCREASE FOR BUILDERS 
AND ENGINEERS 


WAGE 


At their meeting on January 12, the 
National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry will be recommended by their 


ad hoc negotiating committee to reduce 
the normal working week from 44 to 42 
hours and increase the wage rate of 
operatives by 6d per hour as from October 
2, 1961. (No further differential between 
craftsmen and labourers is being recom- 
mended as was suggested might be the 
case in our last issue.) In addition 
operatives will receive a 4d. an hour in- 
crease in February under the sliding scale 
based on the index of retail prices. 

The committee is also recommending 
that when publishing their decisions the 
Council should stress the need _ for 
achieving the highest possible rate of out- 
put within the reduced working week in 
order (1) to allow plant and equipment 
to be used to maximum capacity; (2) to 
offset as far as possible the increased costs 
that shorter hours will entail, and (3) to 
maintain the maximum volume of employ- 
ment for the industry. 

To assist in the attainment of these 
objectives and to permit of full advantage 
being taken of daylight hours and good 
building weather, the committee are also 
recommending some modification in the 
matter of overtime control and of the 
present regulations on meal breaks. 


Engineering Rates 


Increases ranging from 7s. to 8s, 6d. 
per week to take effect from December 
26 have been agreed between the engi- 
neering employers’ federation and _ the 
Confederation of Shipbuilding and Engi- 
neering Unions.

_It has been constructed on a 12-acre 
site by Constructors John Brown, Ltd., 


who also carried out the detailed design. 
Whessoe, Ltd., supplied and erected the 
storage tanks. 

The oil tankage consists of six 42ft. 
high tanks, two each for light, medium 
and heavy grades, the total capacity 
amounting to 6,250,000 gallons. The 
tanks, which are insulated and equipped 
with steam heaters to maintain the oil 
at the required temperatures, are fed by 
ocean tankers, which berth at a nearby 
quay in the docks. Incoming cargoes are 
discharged from the tanker to the shore 
pipelines by means of three 8in. “Emco” 
marine unloading arms suitably mani- 
folded into 12in. and 10in. diameter dock-

lines; these follow a route necessitating 
supports 20ft. above ground level to clear 


a road crossing and are then inter- 
connected to the tanks. 
Main pipework between the _ tanks, 


pumps and loading points is of 10in., 8in. 
and 6in. diameter and is arranged so that 
all the main pipe runs and manifolding 
can be cleared of oil when required. By 
means of six positive displacement pumps 
rated at 600 gallons per minute, any grade 
of fuel oil may be distributed to the rail 
car loading rack and to the loading rack 
for road tankers simultaneously. 

Ten 20-ton rail tank cars are accom- 
modated along each side of the rail load- 
ing rack, which is equipped with ten 
‘Emco” spring balance master arms, the 
connecting pipework being arranged so 
that any product may be loaded from any 
arm. Five arms are located on each side 
of the rack, so that each arm will load 
adjacent vehicles without the necessity of 
shunting. Two automatic vertical Cochran

boilers supply steam for tank heating and 
steam tracing of pipelines. 

Bunkering facilities for the three grades 
of fuel oils and marine diesel oils have 
been provided at the ocean tanker berth, 
thus providing additional facilities for 
ships coming into Cardiff docks. 

The light oil tankage, built in conjunc- 
tion with the fuel oil terminal, consists 
of eleven 30ft. high vertical and seven 
30ft. long horizontal tanks for the storage 
of different grades of motor spirit, kero- 
sene and gas oil. The total storage capa- 
city is 1,500,000 gallons. 

The fuel oil and light oil loading racks 
are separated by an island in the centre of 
a large yard, providing easy traffic flow and 
vehicle parking space. Adjoining the en- 
trance gateway to the yard on one side is 
a two-storey office building, which provides 
accommodation for sales and operational 
staff with a closed drying room, locker 
room and messing facilities. 


“WHERE ARE THE MOTORWAYS?” 


The second chart in the series, “Where 
are the Motorways?”, has been issued by 
the British Road Federation. Based on a 
statement by the Minister of Transport. 
it shows the position at the end of 
October, 1960. 

Each motorway in the network is illus- 
trated by a bar scaled to the mileage con- 
structed or to be developed. Within each 
bar one of four different colours indicates 
the stages of development which precede 
construction. The fifth colour, green, 
shows work actually in progress, while 
“motorway blue” shows which roads are 
now open to traffic. In some cases bars 


without colour appear. These indicate 
“lines not yet published.” 
The Federation state that there has 


certainly been some progress since the 
first chart was published last July. Now, 
a total of 126 miles of motorway are open 
to traffic. Included in this is the 73 miles 
of M.l. Another 20 miles is accounted 
for by the recently opened Ross Spur. 
The remaining distances are: 6 miles of 
the Lancashire to Yorkshire motorway, 
and all 7 miles of the Maidstone By-pass. 

Actually under construction in various 
parts of the country are 64 miles. But 
those roads which have not yet passed the 
“good intention” stage total 420 miles. 
Chart No. 3 will be published in six 
months’ time.

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BASILDON’S TALLEST OFFICE 
BUILDING 


Cubitts Begin Work on Tower Block 


\ JORK has just commenced on the 

first phase of what will be the 
tallest building on the Basildon In- 
dustrial Estate, Essex. This is an 84ft. 
high office building, being erected for 
Carreras, Ltd., by Holland & Hannen 
and Cubitts (Great Britain), Ltd. 

Due for completion in January, 1962, 
the building has a 146ft. frontage to 
Christopher Martin Road, including a link 
to an existing two-storey office building. 
Of the 37,000 sq. ft. of office space about 
23,000 sq. ft. will be in a six-storey tower 
block with a services penthouse above. 
The remainder will be over three storeys. 

In the tower block the spacious entrance 
hall has a circular reinforced concrete 
staircase leading into a double volume 
inner hall which also acts as the lobby to 
the two passenger lifts. Mechanical equip- 
ment for streamlining company administra- 
tion will be installed in the large open- 





planned three-storey section; electronic 
computers and allied equipment are con- 
centrated on the ground floor. 

The myriad of cable connections will be 
carried through a multi-section hardwood 
false floor. Considerable heat generated 
by the equipment will be extracted by 
trunking through to the tower block and 
out to the atmosphere via the penthouse 
plant room. Apart from the special con- 
sideration given to the electronic equip- 
ment, all offices will have continuous sill- 
line convector heating together with 
acoustically corrected ceilings. 

In an area virtually free from atmos- 
pheric industrial pollution and the effects 
of airborne salts from the sea, aluminium 
curtain walling will be used extensively 
on the main elevation. The trimming at 
roof level and first floor of the tower 
block together with a 14ft. return on the 
east and west sides of the north elevation 
have natural stone facings. Marble facings

GOOD PROGRESS AT DURGAPUR 
STEELWORKS 


The Indian Steelworks Construction 
Co., Ltd.,—ISCON—expects to beat the 
scheduled completion date in April, 1961, 
of stage III of the new £105 million 
Durgapur Steelworks near Calcutta. At 
the end of stage III more than three- 
quarters of the work will be finished and 
at the present rate of progress it seems 
this target will be reached ahead of time. 

Since No. 1 blast furnace went into 
production at the end of last year activity 
has intensified at Durgapur. Halfway 
through 1960 steel making and shaping 
was under way with the commissioning 
of three open hearth furnaces, three 
rolling mills and the _ sleeper plant. 
Operation and construction are now in 
progress side by side. 

Construction is now well advanced on 
the third and final units of the coke oven 
and blast furnace plant. The structural 
work for the remaining four open hearth 
furnaces in the steel melting shop is 
complete and two are now lined with 
refractory bricks. 

The final two units of the rolling mill 
plant have progressed so far that some of 
the electric drives of the section mill have 
been tried out and mechanical equipment 
turned over. 

Stage 1V—the final stage—at Durgapur 
includes the wheel and axle plant, details 
of which were not finalised until after the 
start of the original contract. Construction 
has now been phased so that wheel sets 
for Indian Railways will be produced 
early in the autumn of next year. The 
wheel and axle plant, when complete, will 
have an annual production capacity of 
45,000 wheel sets. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 
Connectors for Timber 


To take account of the types and sizes 
of connectors now generally available in 
this country, this British Standard (first 
published in 1949) has been revised under 
the authority of the Timber Industry 
Standards Committee. It was previously 
revised in 1953. 

The principal changes in the specifi- 
cation (B.S.1579:1960) are the reinstate- 
ment of the malleable cast-iron shear-plate 
connectors, the elimination of corrugated 
toothed-ring connectors and a modification 
of the shape of the teeth in the round 
toothed-plate connectors. 

To reduce the possibility of confusion 
resulting from reference to connectors by 
table numbers, each type of connector has 
been allotted a number and the size and 
sub-type are indicated by a suffix. A list 
of connector numbers is given in an 
appendix. 

Dimensions and materials of the 
connectors are covered, but data on the 
strength properties of joints made with the 
connectors are not included. British 
Standard Code of Practice, C.P.112, “The 
structural use of timber in buildings,” 
contains such data relating to those 
connectors which are in accordance with 
this standard and on which authenticated 
tests have been carried out. Price 6s.

ROADWORKS SAFETY CODE 
Complaints Against Contractors 


Traders’ Road Transport Association, 
national body for C licence operators, 
have taken up with the Ministry of Trans- 
port complaints that contractors under- 
taking roadworks are sometimes not com- 
plying with the special safety code for 
roadworks laid down by the Ministry. 

One complaint is that sometimes there 
is a failure to place a warning sign in 
advance of the site of repairs; another is 
that traffic control signals are _ not 
operated properly. 

A further complaint concerns failure to 
remove signs when roadworks have been 
completed, with the result that drivers 
become accustomed to seeing such signs 
and disregard them. 

Mr. H. R._ Featherstone, T.R.T.A. 
national secretary, says this inevitably 
lessens the value of signs which relate to 
genuine repairs and brings with it a risk 
that these also will be diregarded. 

The Ministry of Transport has asked 
for specific instances and Mr. Feather- 
stone has requested member-firms who can 
provide particulars of non-compliance 
with the code to contact him. They are 
being asked to identify sites and the name 
of the contractor or Government Depart- 
ment responsible for the work. 


NIGERIA AWARDS AERIAL 
SURVEY CONTRACT 


One of the contracts awarded by the 
Government of the Federation of Nigeria 
during the first month of independence 
has been won by a British aerial survey 
company, Fairey Air Surveys, Ltd. 

The contract covers an aerial photo- 
graphic programme of some 25,000 square 
miles in the three regions of the Nigerian 
Federation—East, West and North. The 
resultant mapping will be used in the 
general development of Nigeria. 

The contract will involve one aircraft 
and a photographic and navigation team 
for about six months, based on the Federal 
capital of Lagos. As the programme 
develops the aircraft and its team will also 
operate from various centres throughout 
Nigeria starting at Enugu and then Benin 
City. 

The area to be surveyed is a combination 
of scrub, jungle and agricultural land and 
has gone largely unphotographed in the 
past because of the extremely bad weather 
conditions,

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Book Reviews 





Constructional Steelwork Simply Explained. 
By Oscar Faber. Fourth Edition. 
Publishers, Oxford University Press. 
Price l6s. 6d. i 

This is a very well-known book which 

has already found a place on most lists of 
recommended textbooks. The fourth 
edition has been brought up to date by the 
author’s son, Mr. John Faber, to comply 
with the latest issues of British Standards 
15 and 449. Chapters and appendices 
have been included or augmented on weld- 
ing, new rolled sections and high-strength 
friction bolts. The free and easy style of 
the original work remains, but there has 
been some re-arrangement of subject 
matter from earlier editions, and all the 
diagrams are new. oe 

The book sets out fundamental principles 

in simple language. It eschews technical 
terminology and formule. The description 
of a tensile test on a specimen of mild 
steel to introduce the properties of that 
material is typical of the illustrative method 
employed by the author. There is a wé alth 
of common sense between the covers, with 
practical hints gathered from Dr. Faber’s 
wide experience. The elementary purpose 
of the book should not disguise its value 
to the advanced student. For the beginner, 
it is an excellent complement to the tradi- 
tional type of textbook. 


First Aid in the Factory. By Lord Taylor, 
M.D., F.R.C.P. Publishers, Longmans, 
Green and Co., Ltd. Price 9s. 6d. 

Official investigations have shown an 
overall lack of people trained in industrial 
first aid, and inadequate and inefficient 
first aid facilities in many, if not most, 
work-places. The Ministry of Labour have 
taken action to bring first-aid boxes more 
into line with modern needs. The next step 
must be to modernise training in industrial 
first aid. 

To meet this need, Lord Taylor and 
his colleagues in the Industrial Health 
Service in the new town of Harlow have 
made a detailed survey of the work 
industrial first-aiders actually have to do. 
From this they have evolved a system 
of first-aid teaching which omits what is 
obsolete and unnecessary, and embodies 
fully modern experience in industrial 
medicine. The system has been in success- 
ful use in the factories, shops, offices and 
building sites of Harlow for three years. 
It is now made generally available in book 
form.

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Practical Problems in Foundations, by 
Henry R. Reynolds, A.M.I.C.E, Pub- 
lishers: Crosby Lockwood and Son. 
Price 25s. 


The author has followed up his excellent 
work on problems in soil mechanics— 
written jointly with Mr, P. Protopapadakis 

‘with a companion volume which, un- 
fortunately, lacks the clarity and value of 
the earlier book. 


Designed to link the interpretation of 
soil mechanics with the choice of 
foundations, the book first examines the 
use of the theory in foundation problems 
and sets out the objects of site exploration 
and how these objects may be achieved. 
Five chapters are devoted to particular 
types of structures ranging from dwelling 
houses to bridge foundation and raft 
foundations for heavy structures. Chapter 
eight in the list of contents promises infor- 
mation on sand piles, a favourite subject 
of Mr. Reynolds. The text is instructive 
but the technique is referred to through- 
out, more accurately, as “sand drains.” 
The following three sections on tunnels 
and sea defence works are barely within the 
subject matter of the title and deal only 
sketchily with these vast subjects. The 
final chapter describes some interesting and 
unusual problems, 


There are numerous diagrams, charts 
and tables throughout the text, most of 
them clear and useful. It is a pity, there- 
fore, that some, such as Taylor’s diagram 
on page 27, should have little connection 
with the text which refers to them, and 
others, as Figure 27, should illustrate a 
quite unrealistic situation. The descriptions 
of underpinning are not clear and common 
faults in the ill-understood operation of. 
shoring are perpetrated in the diagrams. 


It would be interesting to know whether 
the author has been under an obligation 
to produce his book to a tight time-table. 
There is evidence that the text has not 
had the care and attention of which Mr. 
Reynolds is known to be capable. The 
treatment of foundation problems having 
regard to the foundations themselves 
rather than the structures which they are 
to carry would be more acceptable. And 
the implication that seasonal changes in 
moisture do not govern the depth of 
footings in this country is one that the 
author will wish to take out of the second 
edition.

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WEST AFRICAN PUBLIC WORKS 
CONFERENCE 


HE fifteenth West African Public 

Works Conference was held in Ibadan, 
Western Nigeria from November 28 to 
December 2, 1960. Mr, Aluko, controller 
of works services, Western Nigeria, was 
elected chairman of the conference, which 
was attended by delegates from Niger, 


Ivory Coast, Federal Nigeria, Eastern 
Nigeria, Western Nigeria, Northern 
Nigeria, Gambia, Ghana, Liberia, 


Cameroons, Dahomey, The West African 
Building Research Institute and the Inter- 
national Road Federation. 

Amongst the subjects raised at the meet- 
ing was the development of a regional 
road transport network for the West 
Coast of Africa. This subject was intro- 
duced by I.R.F. delegates who considered 
that the development of such a network 
was of the utmost importance both for 
the development of interregional trade 
and industry and for providing adequate 
facilities for cultural interchanges. 

It was felt that the time had come for 
the establishment of a permanent organisa- 
tion in West Africa to carry out this work 
and, in view of the fact that the U.N. 
Economic Commission for Africa had, at 
its meeting in Tangier in February, 1960, 
put a high priority on such work in its 
programme, delegates suggested that the 
U.N. Economic Commission for Africa 
might be invited to establish such a body 
on the West Coast of Africa.

The Lorain carrier is based 
on a single piece, alloy-steel 
casting, with mounting plate, 
mounting pads and fore and 
aft outrigger boxes all cast as 
an integral part of the frame. 
Its length is 3lft. and wheel- 
base, with dual front wheels, 
is 198in, 

A 262-h.p. engine provides 
10 forward speeds from 0.5 to 
20 m.p.h. 

With air operated clutches 
throughout, control of load is 
by the Lorain “Air Ease” 2 
lever joystick backed by a 
Caterpillar D337F diesel with 
a torque converter. The load 
is taken on a new “Sheer-Ball” 
crane mounting which obvi- 
ates the necessity for centre 
pins or turntable rollers. 

The crane boom, at its 
maximum extension to 240ft., 
is claimed to be by far the 
longest for any lorry-mounted 
crane.
